A JIlX Eirs EXPERIENCE.

C ha rle s L. Cuates Jleturas iVoiii the 
K lo n d yk e Distriet and T a lk s 
Ahiiiit His Trii>. 


Chas. L. Coates, who has just 
returned from tlie new Alaska gold 
fields, and is stopping a few days in 
Kansas Citv. is an encyclopaHlia of 
Xorth American travel and has 
even on occasions made an over- 
ilow trip into South America, says 
the Kansas City Times. 
His full name is Charles Louis 
Coates. 
He was born in Cincin­ 
nati thirty-eight years ago. where 
and when his lather was a distiller, 
and was, as times were tlien, a well- 
to-do man. 
Coates went to the 
public schools of Cincinnati till he 
was 9 years of age. 
W hen he was 
lo, his fatlier. Ins mother having 
died meanwhile, 
sent him to a 
boarding scliool at Canton, O. He 
staved there till be was 14 years 
old and tliat was as tar as he ever 
got in the matter ot education, tor 
at that time 
he went 
with his 
( father to a farm near Loveland, O., 
where he spent three years. 
H e 
ha d so m e 
l e a n i n g 
t o w a r d 


m e c ha n i c s a n d at 17 be c a m e a lo c o ­ 
motive fireman on the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and 
Dayton 
railroad. 
He was interested in his work and 
fired with such enthusiasm ^hat at 
20 he was advanced to the post or 
lever of an engineer. 
His father died in 1S79, and soon 
after he came west and roughed it in 
W estern and Southwestern Kansas 
for a short time before he was put 
in charge of a locomotive on the 
Santa Fe road. 
During the roughing process his 
ex periences began, and he had one 
or two with the Indians that came 
very near being hair-raising in the 
broadest sense of the term. 
lie 
was mix ed up in several ot the 
frontier skirmishes, 
hut escaped 
without even a wound. 


m s F I I iS T T R I P . 
His first trip to what he speaks 
of as the northwest was made in 
1888, but it was a hriet one and 
unprolitic, and after it he went to 
Old Mex ico, where he became an 
engineer on the Alex ican Central 
for about a year. 
Aleantime the mining notion got 
into his head, and having an idea 
that he wanted something in South 
America, he went after it and did 
considerable 
loafing 
about 
the 
mountain ranges of the 
Andes, 
without much luck. 
He had, and has yet,a good farm 
near Dodge City, Kas., but it was 
not enough to satisfy his more or 
less avaricious appetite, and when 
he came hack to the states again he 
he took an engine on the Hurling- 
ton, northern division. 
This was 
in the early nineties. 
W hen he 
had a chance otiered hy a vacation 
he ran into the northwestern part 
of the Hritisli provinces, now fa­ 
miliarly known as the Yukon coun­ 
try, and then first learned of the 
wealtli of tiiat land. 
He immediately wanted some of 
it, and after several vacillations to 
reassure himself that the gold fields 
were still there, he undertook to 
find somebody in the north who 
would “ stake” him for the venture. 
He was his own man then and ins 
time was his own, tor he had lost 
his wife hv death. 
Coates ‘ failed to find anybody 
who wanted to invest in his luck 
on shares, and concluded finall\ he 
would try it himself and work his 
way. 
He might have sold 
ms 
Kansas farm, hut he preferred to 
keep it against a rainy day, which, 
however, is a rare thing where the 
ranch is. 
Finally he started on his own re­ 
sponsibility and a Northern Pacific 
train, and after several weeks land­ 
ed, or rather iced, in the northwest 
district of the British provinces, 
with an unsullied reputation for 
pluck and 15 cents in change. 


C O A T E S H IT S T H E U P G R A D E . 
It was here he met Geo. B. Cox , 


from 
the south, who had considerable 
lieart and a good deal of money, 
and was willing to be wliat is 
known as “ a good tiling.” 
He stakctl Coates, and the lat­ 
ter's upward windings began. 
ddiese windings were 
fraught 
with a great many things besides 
roses and creme de mint, and there 
were times when a ham sandwich 
with mustard on 
it would have 
iieeii at once soothing and lux u­ 
rious,* to he indulged in witli com­ 
plete satisfaction at weekly inter­ 
vals, as better lliaii the nothing or 
nearly nothing he was then iiv- 
ing on. 
Cold storage is plentiful up there, 
and. perhaps, a man with a train 
load or two of liani sandwiclies, 
properly seasoned, could make some 
money at $2 each tor sandwiches, 
.fio ex tra for more mustard. 
The trip was necessarily a long 
and slow one. and rations insisted 
on giving out at intervals that were 
most distracting to fortune hunt- 
ing. 
A man's life is a mighty small 
thing there,’Coates savs, when it 
comes lo grub, even if the grub is 
nothing more than cornmeal that 
has to he stirred up with a little 
chopped 
ice for 
ilavoring 
and 
baked. 
On one occasion, tells Coates, he 
and 
his 
party of four Indians, 
whom lie had hired lo tend tlu* 
pack horses or the sledge dogs— it 
depemls on just how far north he 
was at the time— ran out of any­ 
thing at all to eat. 
For three days 
thev hungered and ale snow as a 
light diet, interrupted occasionally 
with ice as something more solitl. 
There was talk of killing one of 
the dogs, hut the Indians, tir rather 
half-hreed Esquimaux , insisted that 
it seemed too much like eating one 
of the family, and tlie plan was 
given up. 
It was then suggested that the 
party shoot craps as a means of de­ 
termining which ot the Indians— 
Coates was careful to he running 
the game at this point— should be­ 
come 
the 
martvr.
